Old Boat to Meet Sham- 


rock II 


THE CHOICE IS POPULAR 


Yachtsmen 
Generally Be- 


lieve She is More Relia- 


ble Than the Con- 


stitution 


NEWPORT, R. I., Sept. 5.—The 


Columbia will defenl the America's 
cup against the Shamrock II. 
The 


old boat rather than the new is the 
one on which American hopes will 
be fastened during the coming later- 
national yacht races. 


This decision was reached 
this 


noon after a two hours' conference 
by the members of the New York 
Yacht club's cup challenge commit- 
tee. 
As a result there will be no 


more races between Columbia and 
Constitution, 


NEW YOKK, Sept. 5.—Sir Thomas 


Lipton, owner of Shamrock II, said 
this afternoon when informed of the 


decision in favor of the Columbia: 


" I shall abide by the decision of 


the committee. I am sure they se- 
lected the beat boat. 
That is the 


boat we want to sail against."

committee in their choice as well. 


The selection of the Columbia Is the 


more po 'Jar among yachtmen gen- 
erally, however. 


She has been tuned up to the point 


of perfl2c'fin. Her crew is enthusiag.i 
tic and beileves thoroughly in her ca-j 
pabilities. Their drill discipline is be- 
yond 
atoe. Nob'ody who has watch- 


ed them lies any doubt that they -will 
make a gallant defense of the Ameri- 
can cuo. 


ITeaterdar'* Race 


Newport, K. I., Sept. 5.—The Consti- 


tution sailed yesterday against the Co- 
lumbia over a course 15 miles to wind- 
ward and back, ifi a breeze whose forc< 
averaged about eight knots, its greatos; 
power being 12 knots, near the finish 
line. 


The Columbia wou by 17 seconds, cor- 


rected time, the Constitution beating 
her rival, boat for boat, over the course 
on elapsed tjme, 51 seconds. This does 
not include the handicap of 21 lee* 
ends with which the Constitution 
started. 


In the windward work she pained on 


the Columbia 32 seconds, and also 22 
seconds on the run before the wind. In 
a heavy puff, close to the finish line, 
her balloon Jibtop&ail split in two, and 
caused a tangle aloft. 
The Columbia 


was compelled to haul down her bal- 
looner at the same time, for the squall 
carried away the cringle at the head of 
the sail, and stranded the halyards. But 
the big sail on the Constitution refused 
to be controlled, and fluttered In seg- 


^nts aloft and all hand* had to do 


their prettiest to muzzle it. 
On the 


other hand the Columbia hauled down 
her balloon jibtopsail in searoanlike 
•trie, and smartly tending on the spin- 
naker_halyarda hoisted a reaching Jib; 


topsail iii slops, and, breaking it out 
quickly darted across the line a winner. 


In taking in spinnakers, about 20 min- 


utes before the finish line was reached 
by the leader, the Constitution's sail 
got fancied ia the head stays, and it 
took several minutes to get it on dfck. 


While flapping aloft, the balloon 


Jlbtopsail had no opportunity to exert 
its utmost drawing power. 
All this 


time the Columbia's ballooner was do- 
Ing most effective work. 


To smart handling and excellent 


Judgment Columbia's victory was, due. 
There is no question that the old main- 
sail and the altered headsails of the 
Constitution which fihe carried had 
much to do with the improved show- 
ing she made. 


The handicap nt the start seemed to be 


due to a lack of smartness aboard the 
Constitution, anc* also to the more able 
sea jockeying of those in charge of the 
Columbia, 
The Constitution allowed 


herself to be forced on Hie wrong side 
of the line, was compelled to gybe round 
short on her heel, and then to take the 
other end of the line, with a deadly 
handicap. 
Tins, and the splitting of 


her balloon jibtopsail, certainly lost hei 
the race. 
Hud it not been for the.se 


mishaps, the Constitution would prob 
ably have beaten the Columbia by "a

ly on the other side Shamrock II's 
chances, and I know the Columbia and 
about what she can do, and I have no 
hesitation in saying the race will be 
like the last one. I am sorry for Lip- 
ton, but facts are facts, and the boat 
that is built to meet English racing 
conditions and must cross the ocean 
has not the ghost of a show against the 
boat that Is brought up on a bottle in 
an American incubator. If these peo- 
ple who have brought over all this 
money can be found, I will bet them

keep her In racing trim until they are 
ready, even though It la until snow 
flies. 
" 'So sure do I feel of her ability to 


beat either the Columbia or Constitu- 
tion In any kind of wind that I will 
willingly agree to donate any amount 
within reason, say $25,000, $50,000 or 
$100,000, to any worthy charity select- 
ed by New York newspapers if she 
loses.' "

The committee of the Lend a Hand 


society, consisting of Mrs. Bernard 
Whitman, Miss Sarah B. Hunt and the 
Rev. G. R. Elliott, which has charge of 
the seeds and agricultural tools contrib- 
uted for tbt Filipinos, has made a re- 
port, says a Boston dispatch to the' 
New York Bun. In part the commlttM 
sava: 


"The United States transport Meade, 


which sailed from San Francisco re- 
cently, carried jthe last of the Lend a 
Hand society's farming tools to the 
Filipinos of tbe First military district 
of Luzon. It will be remembered that 
In January last a public appeal was 
made for this object in the newspapers. 


"An army officer had called tbe at 


tentlon of the Lend a Hand society 
to the fact that the Filipinos of the 
populous district mentioned above are 
aa a rale, a hanJworking, peacefully 
Inclined people, laboring under great 
difficulties, digging with bamboo sticks 
and scooping Che earth up with tlieit 
hands, etc. Seeing In this tbe possibil 
Ity of doing a great work for civlllza 
tion, the Lend a Hand society made its 
appeal with tbe thought that its email 
effort would be simply experimental 
and as an entering wedge for tbe gov 
ernment's more efficient work later on 


"In response to the appeal the sum 


of 1100 was received, which was ex 
pended for a two horse boe and culti- 
vators complete, two dezen shovels, 
two dozen hoes, two dozen garden 
rakeo, two dozen axes, two dozen mat 
toeka, two doaen nicks, one and a third 
dozen grub hoea and handles and two 
garden cultivator*."

Expiatory Mission 


CHUN'S H£AD KEPT BOB8INQ 


Evidently Greatly Enb»ra**ed at H« 


Bead His Addrew to t»« Emperor, 


~Wbo Becelved Him Seated— Chinese 
Will Be Judged by Future Conduct 


Berlin, Sept. 5.— Emperor William'* 


reception of the Chinese mission of ex 
piation, beaded by Prince Chun, which 
took place yesterday at Potsdam, wag 
marked with all the severity consistent 
with an audience nominally friendly 
The Chinese imperial envoy, on enteritis 
the palace, was not accorded a salute 
by the guard du corps. The kaiser re- 
calved him seated. 
The buttons anrj 


epaulettes cf his majesty's white uul. 
form were enveloped in crape. 


Prince Chun bowed thrice on entering 


and leaving. 
Emperor William re 


inained seated during the reading ot 
the Chinese address. 
Afterward, how- 


ever, he relaxed bis stern demeanor and 
welcomed the envoy courteously, anil 
subsequently, accompanied by his ad- 
jutant, he culled upon Prince Chun a1 
the Orangery. 
Later in the evening 


the emperor, Prince Chun and a dozen 
members of the expiatory mission tooli 
tea on an island in the Havel. 


The emperor had evidently arranged 


the entire ceremony with a view of im 
pressing Prince Chun with the feeling 
that the ceremony meant expiation foi 
* foul crime and that only through ex 
piation had Prince Chun acquired the 
right to be treated with princely honors 
Not until after the ceremony did the 
atmosphere change. 
Then, the troops 


outside liavins salutod and the band 
having played, hussars escorted Prince 
Chun back 1o the Orangery. 


The imperial envoy seemed deeply im- 


pressed with the solemnity of the oc- 
casion, and, when summoned to the 
throne room, he showed visible embar- 
rassment. lie bowed repeatedly while 
approaching the throne, and his voic^ 
was npitsitcd while he was reading tin 
imperial address.

ter presented by Prince Chun to Em- 
peror William: 


•'Ever since the empires have been 


mutually represented by permanent le- 
gations, we have stood uninterrupted 
in friendly relationship •« ith one an- 
other.

"Prince Chun, our own brother, will 


assure your majesty how deeply thi- 
events of the past year have grieved us, 
and bow deeply feelings of penitence 
and shame still animate us. Your ma- 
jesty put down the Boxers' rebellion 
and restored peace for the welfare of 
. our nations. 
We have, therefore, com- ' 


manded Prince Chun to express per- j 
tonally to your majesty oisr thanks for i 
your efforts in promoting peace. 
M e J 


cherish the hope that your majesty's | 
indignation will be replaced by" the old j 
friendship. That the relations between 
our ernpjr.es will be e% en more extensive 
and of a more intimate and beneflcieut 
che»-actcr than hitherto is our firm as- 
surance." 


" Emperor William, In reply, said: 


"It Is no joyous or festive occasion, 


nor the fulfilment of a simple act of 
courtesy which brings your imperial 
highness to me; but a deeply melan- 
choly and v»ry serious event. My min- 
ister to the court of the 
Emperor 


of China has been slain by the murder- 
ous, weapon of an imperial Chinese 
soldier, acting under superior command 
—an unheard of crime, which is brand-

"From your imperial highness I have 


just received an expression of the deep 
regret of the Emperor of China.

Just w'ia*- particular 
section of ismperor William's bump of 
vanity would have been satisfied by 
having a Chinese dignitary enter the 
royal presence and thrice bump his 
forehead on the royal floor it Is hard 
to imagine. It should have satisfied 
the German ruler to know that the offi 
cial document which Prince Chun was 
to read wag written in yellow ink. It 
is to be hoped that Emperor William's 
digestion was not permanently impair 
ed by the necessity thrust upon him of 
allowing the Chinese embassador with 
his royal apology to omit the kowtow 
from the program. 


BAHBEO WIRE POLITICAL 


The political candidates all attend- 


ed the cattle show, being, as are all 
good citizens at this season of the 
year, deeply interested in agricultural 
matters. Most of them are willing to 
begin af the beginning in studying the 
subject of farm life, and pay especial 
attention t# the matter of mending 
fences.

y«sterday earnestly Discussing with a 
friend from South WiHiamstown— the 
merits* of barbed wire fencing.

Having fairly started at cattle show, 


the politician will try to make a little 
more room for himself in the commu- 
nity, feeling entitled 
to his 
usual 


modest share of public attention. 


A QUESTION IOF WHIPPING 


One more of the institutions which 


the public has come to look upon as 
"model" and conducted with every re- 
gard for the three-fold we fars of its 
inmates has been opened up to ques- 
tion and the demand for investigation 
It heard. It is the George Junior Re- 
public, where boys were supposed to 
be trained for citizenship in the most 
approved manner. Now charges of 
Orwrfty and 
extreme brutality 
are 


made against its management- based 
on the statements of boys who have 
run away. 


The aims and methods of this insti- 


tution are familiar to many, for since 
It* foundation in 1895 it has been fre- 
quently referred to in every discussion 
concerning the rescuing of neglected 
and wayward children. Its purposes 
are briefly set forth in its circulars 
as follows: 


"The Junior Republic is an attempt 


to diminish pauperism and crime by 
Instilling into neglected chU^'.'em—in 
fact, any class of children—Jessons of 
morality, responsibility and self-con- 
trel. These lesaons are taught in such 
a way that the children see or learn 
by experience the inevitable results of 
Isstness, disorder and disobedience of 
moral laws. That they may learn 
these lessons as naturally as possible 
and in a way to make them most use- 
ful in after .life, the children are al- 
lowed to form a system of society of 
their own, modelled so far as possible 
upon <ihe great Republic in which they 
will ultimately become citizens, and 
the largest practicable 
measure of 


•elf-government is allowed them." 


And until now it has been supposed 


that this high standard of purpose was 
lived up to. 
The present agitation. 


'lowever, is started by boys who have 
neaped from the republic and who 
txhiblt bruises on their bodies as proof 


of their stories of brutality. One of 
these Gustave Eigenraucb by name, 
who ran away last week, was sent 
there by his sister, who paid part of 
his tuition and wished him educated 
along the lines of the republic. H« says 
that 
while working in the laundry 


under the direction of a Miss Whib- 
comb, another boy in a spirit of fun 
threw water »n him. In turn Gustave 
retaliated, and the play went on until 
Miss Whitcomb caught the boys. With 
out inquiring the couse of the trouble 
or who was to blame she 
slapped 


Gustave's face. 
Here is what Gus- 


tave has to say of what followed: 


"I got angry and went to my room, 


telling Miss Whitcomb I was going to 
get a hondkerchief. 
She ordered me 


to stay where I was. 
I told her I 


needed the handkerchief and went up 
stairs and sat down on my bed and 
cried, I felt so ashamed. She called me 
and sairt if I didn't come down when 
sh* counted twenty-five fhe 
would 


whip me. I hurried down and reached 
her just as she counted 'twenty-two,' 
but I got whipped just the same. She 
used stick a yard long, an inch wide 
and half an inch thick. She look-hold 
of me so I couldn't break away and 
then 
gave me 
twenty-two cracks 


across the legs. I neve.- want to go 
back. The way they treat little boys 
there is awful." 


Such stories as this are verified by 


other boys from 
the 
republic. Of 


course much deduction may be al- 
lowed from the stories of boys who are 
of the sort to prove refractory either 
at home or in an institution. But re- 
peated stories of crueity in any pub- 
lic institution will always call for In- 
vestigation that the public may 'be 
satisfied whether or not true justice is 
being done. 


As to whether boys 
CPJI ever be 


trained, especially in such an institui- 
tion, without the use 
of more per- 


suasive influence than 
those 
adver- 


tised in the announcements of the 
George Junior Republic is a question 
not likely to be decided to the satis- 
faction of all. If we are to believe the 
testimony of the average parent a 
judiciously applied whipping is once 
in a while the best thing possible for 
a youngster. And because a boy has 
been whipped is by no means reason 
for condemning the system which in- 
cludes it. 


Where the whipping is used as a 


vent for the feelings of parents or 
en todians of the boy, without a re- 
gard for the welfare of the youth him- 
self, the question changes. When one 
considers the many punishments to 
which children are made to submit in 
their own homes simpiy because of 
the ill-considered temper of parents, 
it is easy to see the abuses which are 
almost inevitable when human nature 
is unsofteried by parental love as in 
an institution like the George Junior 
Republic.

As soon bS the West Indies hurricane 


ieasoa is over, which is to say about 
Oct. 1, there will be lowed to Algiers, 
La., says the New York Evening Jour- 
nal, the great $teel floating dock now 
being completed by the Maryland Steel 
company at 'Sparrows Point Md., the 
most remarkable piece of machinery 
ever constructed. 


This immense piece of marine mech- 


unism for lifting great vessels out of 
the water in order to clean or repair 
them is certainly without a superior in 
its line. It can lift an 18.COO ton battle^. 
ship clear of the water, something that 
cannot be duplicated by an^ other 
piece of machinery. 


The floating dock is 525 feet in length 


and 125 feet wide. Its greatest draft is 
49 feet. The dock proper is buoyed 
with immense pontoons composed each 
of many water tight compartments, so 
that sinking is practically impossible. 
The cost of tlie dock complete is $810,- 
000. 


The use of many compartments in 


the supporting pontoons of the big dock 
is readily understood. 


When'it is necessary to dock a ves- 


sel, water is admitted to tlie compart- 
ments through 1G valves, and it re- 
quires about an liour to sink the dock 
BO that craft can enter it. After the 
dock is sufficiently deep in the water 
the vessel enters and, having been ac- 
curately adjusted, tlie water is pumped 
out of the compartments. 


The pumping apparatus Is so arrang- 


ed that either engine can steani from 
either boiler, and in case there is a 
breakdown on one side of the dock the 
pair of pumps on the other could do all 
the pumping. 
It takes about three 


and a half hours to raise the dock. The 
pumps also operate a line of hose which 
is employed to wash the slime from 
the hulls of vessels that are docked. 
This is quite a task, for the amount 
of fouling which is washed from the 
sides of a large ship is considerable, 
and after it has been cleaned the stuff 
has also to be washed from the^ floor 
of the dock, otherwise the men could 
Dot work about the craft. 


The designs of the dock were origi- 


nally icads by Messrs. Clark & Stand- 
field of London, f/ho in a publication 
upon drydocks acknowledge that the 
American system of dockicg vessels is 
the best. The designj were afterward 
modified at Sparrows Point to conform 
to American practice. Tile dock is fur- 
nished with electric lights, water sup- 
ply, etc., and has COM forr, able accom- 
modations for eigilt men. When it 
reaches its destination at Algiers, La., 
It will be moored to the shore by heavy 
cables, and from the openings in the 
walls large booms will form connection 
with tlie shore. The pointed ends of 
the forward and rear pontoons will 
cause the dock to be little affected by 
the current

GREAT SUCCESS 


It Proves the Big Feature of 


the Hoosac Valley Fair 


This Year. 


BROU6HT OUT A 6REAT CROWD 


And All Ware Well Pleased With the 


Splendid Spectacle. 
Decorators 


Showed Great Taste and 


High Artistic Standard 


The first floral parade to be held 


under the auspices of the Hoosac Val- 
ley agricultural society left monument 
square this noon at 1 o'clock, and for 
about twenty-five minutes held the at 
tention of a great crowd of people who 
filled the sidewalks on Main street, 
about half of the roadway and eyery 
window or other place on the buildings 
from which a good view of the pageant 
could be had. The crowds on Church 
street where the parade formed, at 
monument square and on West Main 
street were also large, and there was 
another big crowd at the fair grounds 
to review the parade as it passed 
around the track. 


And on every side, without exception 


or dissent, the verdict was rendered 
that the affair was an unqualified suc- 
cess. From Dr. Stafford who started 
the affair, and who hag ben ably as- 
sisted by a number of young ladies, 
chief of whom is Miss Leslie Russell, 
down to Rubin Whitford, 
who has 


done good service as an advertising 
feature, and including the merchants 
and private parties who spent money 
and time lavishly to make the affair 
s success, there were only words of 
hearty commendation for all. 


North Adams scored a success; the 


agricultural society scored a success; 
and if the society's treasury does not 
receive a big boom from the affair it 
will be because the people do not ap- 
preciate in their pocketbooks such an 
effort as that of today, but prefer to 
enjoy it only on the streets where the 
show is free. 


There were about 40 floats and teams 


in the parade and between 30 and 40 
bicycles. 
The decorations were very 


fiobarate, and what jg not always true 
on such occasions, were in the best of 
taste. Fiom an artistic point of view 
the parade reached a high standard, 
nnd the applause 
which frequently 


broke out showed that some cf tha 
notable efforts were spprpciated.

The recent startling reports as to tbe 


performances of submarine boats at 
the French nianeuvers have increased 
the agitation at borne and abroad of 
the question 'of the utility of these ves- 
sels forvnatul'.purpo£3s. Bear Admiral 
Melville.'AViio has made a special study 
of the usefulness and efficiency of the 
submarine type, gave to the New York 
Tribune's Washington correspondent a 
review cf the progress and the small 
practical success that have been so far 
secured. 


It is in France that enthusiasm and 


public interest most abound. By reason 
of the great desire of the French ad- 
miralty to put their naval service on 
an equality .with, 'that of Great- Britain 
and possibly^by reason of their finan- 
cial inability i,to construct as many 
armored cruisers and battleships as 
England the f French are hoping that 
they can doreiop the submarine in ad- 
vance of. "Otittr .^nations. In Admiral 
Melville's ^gg&jion, they have as yet 
made no substantial progress. At the 
recent n/aneSvfirG of the French navy 
an effort wo'e?»iaae by the admiralty to 
appr&ximate^&s to the value of sub- 
marine;bou,t%v|or naval purposes. The 
offlciulirepojrfe,bave not yet been made 
public, 'f Onfiyartiistic story, however, 
that would£ fittingly garnigh one of 
Jules Verae's'romances and which was 
cabled to this country some time ago 
as to the unqualified success of the ex- 
periment has been proved to be more 
seusatioual than real. 


It is now learned that instead of 


steaaiiug alone from Toulon to Ajaccio 
the Gr.stave Zedo was accompanied by 
a steamer which was there to tow the 
submarine. 
Very little stock In the 


success of that evolution is taken by 
navul experts since it is well known 
that the whole desiga of the boat has 
been condemned by the French ad- 
miralty, and it lias even been officially 
announced that no more boats of her 
character will be built. There is noth- 
ing in tlie evolution to impress one 
with tlie fact that anything unusual 
had beca t'auc. To say that this feat 
will 4do &&£tbiog to convince skeptic^ 
tiiat the submarine boat has been de- 
veloped to a point beyond tlie experi- 
mentnl etngc would require a vivid 
masicattaa. 
Considerable credit is 


lue to tbe commander of tho Zcdc, for 
recent expedience In France with sub- 
marines shows that tbe crew of the 
boat suffer greatly in every dive of 
any duration.

adopt. Oflieial-testa and experiments 
showed;, that she possessed little more 
merit'.thaa<,tlie Narval and that radical 
imprpvemeiita would have to be made 
in her before an efficient submarine 
boat could be secured that would meet 
even part of the requirements demand- 
ed by^th^adnalralty. 


The/rFarfadet is the very latest de- 


sign the^Freuch have produced, and, 
although* the admiralty have been ex- 
perimenting for months with her, there 
is no evidence tbat this craft is any 
more, efficient than her predecessor. 


The French admiralty therefore has 


a weirdefined policy in its attempt to 
secure a submarine boat. The design 
Is still regarded as being in an experi- 
mental stage. 
The officials are not 


wedded to the belief that any inventor 
has yet secured an efficient fighting 
machine.*" It is recognized that ultimate 
success. can, best be secured by pro- 
gression, y We can safely follow such 
a wise!and sensiVIe course. The field 
sbonld'be kept open to every designer 
a,nd inventor'who has given the ^lit to 
the qulstionyr.nd -who is ready to put 
bis study" to practical use by building 
a craft and subjecting it to govern- 
ment teats." 


The securing of an efficient subma- 


rine boat therefore seems somewhat 
remote. 
If -Edison's storage battery 


proves the success its inventor hopes 
It will bo,''then progressive advance- 
ment can be expected. As the range pf 
actioii is very small with the present 
type of electric motor and storage bat- 
teries, the usefulness of the craft is 
naturally limited.

Value of Diamond*.

If flawless, and 
without tint of any kind, they are 
termed first water. If they possess a 
eteely blue color, at times almost 
opalescent, they are called blue white. 
Such are usually Brazilian stones. Ex- 
ceptionally perfect stone* are termed 
gems, and for such there is no fixed 
value, the price depending on the puri- 
ty and the brilliancy of the stone. The 
term first water varies in meaning, ac- 
cording to the class of goods carried by 
the dealer using it 


It Is impossible to estimate the value 


of a diamond by its weight 
Color, 


brilliancy, cut and general perfection 
of the stone all are to be taken into 
account. Of two stones, both flawless 
and weighing ten carats, one may bo 
worth $GOO and the other $12,000. E\ 
ceptional stones often bring special 
prices. Off color or imperfect stones 
sell at an average price per carat re- 
gardless of size. 


How FortreM Monroe Wit* Built. 
The manner of constructing the fort 


at Old Point Comfort Is interesting 
and throws some light on customs and 
practices then in vogue. The work was 
almost wholly done by slaves who were 
brought to the place by their masters 
and leased to the engineers in charge. 
The slave owner received 50 cents a 
day for each slave, and the governmec' 
furnished each "laborer," as the slave 
was called, with two suits of working 
clothes, a pair or two of shoes, rations. 
quarters and occasionally a little tobac- 
co. The "laborers" worked with very 
little clothes and generally without 
shoes. They lived In barracks and were 
subject te a kind of military discipline. 
The owners were regular in coming in 
to collect the hire for their slaves, from 
which we may infer that the "constitu- 
ents" of those days knew how to appre- 
ciate a good thing to a degree worthy 
of the preient generation.—Leslie's 
Weekly. 


Care In Malting Axe*. 


An ax is subject to rigid tests before 


It la pronounced perfect The steel must 
be of the required temper, the weight 
of all axes of the same size must be 
uniform, all must be ground alike and 
la various other wmy» conform to an es- 
tablished standard. The Inspector who 
testa the quality of the steel does so by 
hammering the blade and striking the 
edge to ascertain whether It be too 
brittle or not AD ax that breaks dur- 
ing the test Is thrown aside to be made 
over. Before the material of an ax is In 
the proper shape it baa been heated five 
times. Including the tempering process, 
and the ax whea completed has passed 
through the bands of about 40 work- 
men, each of whom haa done something 
toward perfecting It After passing in- 
spection the axes go to the grinding de- 
partment and from that to the polish- 
era, who finish them upon emery 
whaela.

Only the bravery of a lineman, who 


requested that his name be not given 
to the public, saved the life of Wil- 
liam H., the nine years old son of Mr. 
and Mrs. F. B. Walker of 314 Ashland 
street, this morning. 


The boy caught hold of a live wirfa 


and would certainly have been elegtro- 
cuted were it not for the lineman, -who 
at the risk of his own life dragged the 
boy from the wire. It requiied two 
attempts on the lineman's part and 
the deed was a most heroic one. 


The story as told by those who wit- 


nessed the accident and rescue, is that 
the New England Telegraph and Tel- 
ephone company was stringing a new 
cable on Ashland street, the men be- 
ing at work opposite Mr. 
Walker's 


house, near the Ashland street rail- 
road 
bridge. 
Young Walker 
had 


watched 
the 
men working Wed- 


nesday and had seen them rolling up 
the old wire which was cut down. It 
is believed that he intended to try 
and roll a wire when he caught hold 
of one that was charged. 
The men 


did not know the wire was charged 
until they saw the boy drop as soon 
as he touched it. 
The shock was so great that the child 
was thrown forcibly to the ground on 
the west side of the road and he lay 
on his back doubled up and quivering 
Neighbors and two of the 
linemen 


looked on and shuddered, but 
none 


dared touch him until the third line- 
man ran to the rescue. He was warn- 
ed by the other workmen what a "fool- 
ish" thing he contemplated, but there 
•nab no hesitation. The brave man ran 
and grasped the boy by the feet and 
tried 
to 
jeik 
him 
away. 
The 


shock sent the man several feet away 
and the boy was not loosened. A sec- 
ond attempt was successful, but the 
shock sent the man reeling across to 
the opposite sidfe of the road. 
The 


shock affected the rescuer, 
but 
he 


kept his senses and with the aid of 
the other linemen, by rubbing the boy 
and blowing into his mouth resusci- 
tated the child in about five minutes. 


The seriousness of the child's condi- 


tion may be imagined when it is learn- 
ed that all present, even to his res- 
cuer, believed him dead. 


Dr. Hobbie was called and when he 


arrived the boy was conscious. An ex- 
amination showed the lad's pulse was 
strong and the doctor complimented 
the lineman on his braveiy, saying 
that only prompt action had saved his 
life. 
The doctor said 
another half 


minute and the boy would have been 
dead. The child's back between 
his 


shoulder 
was 
blistered, his 
head 


where he struck a stone was cut and 
his right hand was badly burned. The 
burn was in the palm and was very 
deep. 
The left fingers were slightly 


burned, 


A pathetic incident in connection 


with the accident was that Mrs. Walk- 
er, the boy's mother, was a witness of 
the entire affair. She was stunned for 
a time, and it was not until the doc- 
tor said the boy would recover that 
she broke down and fainted, 


The lineman who saved 
the 
boy's 


life deserves the title of 
hero 
and 


though he would not accept any re- 
muneration from the parents, still his 
deed will not soon be forgotten. 
It 


was not until Mr. Walker, who is em- 
ployed in the North Adams bank ar- 
rived that it was found, that the line 
manwho saved his son, had been a 
former neighbor. 


Investigation showed that the cause 


of the cut wire being charged was be- 
ause it had fallen across an electric 
wirt that is strung from Hunter's ma- 
chine works to the company's foundry 
in Flagg's meadow, by way of Ash- 
land street. Had it not been that the 
boy had caught hold near the end, his 
life could not have been saved.
